A dynamite truck exploded on 
the outskirts of Springfield early 
today and the Missouri Highway 
Patrol reported the arrest of 
two men and two women in con- 
nection with the blast.

mer Little Rock woman was 
among those who testified Tues- 
day before a House subcommit- 
tee investigating the use of 
drugs to treat overactive school 
children. 


Mrs. Daniel Youngs of In- 


dianapolis, Ind., said that she 
and her husband left 
Little 


Rock in 1966 after a three-year 
"nightmare" in which school 
officials pressured her to allow 
the use of drugs on their chil- 
dren as treatment for alleged 
learning disabilities. 


Mrs. Youngs said school of- 


ficials, not doctors, diagnosed 
her son and daughter as having 
learning disabilities and pUad- 
ed with her repeatedly to sub- 
mit 
the 
children 
to 
drug 


treatment. 


The children were allegedly 


given drugs in an experimental 
program run by the University 
of Arkansas Medical Center.

KF Admits 
Some Policies 
Out of Line

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Air Force, conceding some of its 
policies are out of line with "the 
recent emphasis on women's 
rights," has given women an- 
other victory in their battle for 
equal treatment in the military. 


Faced with a lawsuit charging 


sex discrimination, 
the Air 


Force Tuesday tossed aside its 
long-standing policy of prevent- 
ing women with children from 
remaining in the service. 


The old regulations, said Lt. 


Gen. A. J. RusselJ, are "not con- 
sidered to be in consonance with 
the recent emphasis on women's 
rights nor do they conform with 
a proposed Pentagon policy on 
equal rights for all Defense De- 
partment employes. 


The action came a day after 


Capt. Tommie Sue Smith, a 35- 
year-old divorcee from Johnson 
City, Ten., sued the Air Force, 
charging the regulations do not 
apply to men and therefore vio- 
late her constitutional rights. 
. MIJS^Smith^ |.,law^er and one 


'of f«evert 'women jndge- advo- 
cates in the Air Force, said the 
regulations would have forced 
her to choose between her 8- 
year-old son and her Air Force 
career. 


In a similar suit a month ago, 


a Navy enlisted woman charged 
that service's efforts to dismiss 
her because of terminated preg- 
nancy was based on a double 
sexual standards and violated 
her constitutional rights. 


Seaman Anna Flores, 23, who 


is stationed at Pensacola, Fla., 
complained that men in the 
armed services are not subject- 
ed to the same moral restric- 
tions as women and that such a 
distinction 
is discriminatory. 


The Navy subsequently permit- 
ted her to remain in the service.

the Air Force she would not be 
able to take her son when she is 
transfered next year from her

Says Schools 
Wanted to 
Give Drugs 


By BROOKS JACKSON 
Associated Press Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


witnesses told Congress today 
some school officials have har- 
assed and pressured parents for 
permission to give drugs to 
problem children. 


They testified before a House 


privacy subcommittee looking 
into the use of amphetamine to 
treat overactive children—as 
many as 300,000 of them by the 
estimate of one federal mental 
health official. 


The drugs are medically ac- 


cepted in treating a children's 
nerve disorder known as hyper- 
activity or minimal brain dys- 
function—the problem child syn- 
drome. 


However, 
subcommittee 


chairman Cornelius E. Galla- 
gher, D-N.J., said in prepared 
opening remarks he wanted to 
find if drugs are being used to 
quiet normal children who ap- 
pear fidgety because they are 
bored. 


Theodore Johnson, a Veter- 


an's 
Administration chemist 


from Omaha, Neb., said in his 
prepared testimony that parents 
there had been coerced by tech- 
niques including threats that 
their children would be expelled 
unless they agreed to drugs. 


He said officials would refer 


parents to doctors who would 
make the desired prescription. 


Mrs. Daniel Youngs of Indian- 


apolis said she and her husband 
left Uttle Rock, Ark., in 1966 
after a three-year "nightmare." 
Officials pressured them to per- 
mit 
their 
two grade-school 


school children to be given 
drugs in an experimental pro- 
gram run by the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center, she 
said in her prepared statement. 


Mrs. Youngs said school offi- 


cials, not doctors, diagnosed her 
son and daughter as having 
learning disabilities and pleaded 
with them repeatedly to submit 
them to drug treatment.

children were given extra work.

to mean common or usual 
We got trapped into that con- 
cept by our mathematical 
friends who use normal in a 
statistical sense. Now that 
medicine is directing more 
attention to preventing ill- 
ness we have to use new 
values—v a 1 u e s associated 
with continued good health. 
Thus: Optimal. 


A good example of this 
problem is body weight. For 
years "normal' weight was 
determined by 
measuring 


the range of body weight in 
a large number of people of 
different ages. The results 
were the basis for weight 
tables. Since people from 20 
to 60 years of age tended to 
nave increased body weight 
with increased age, this was 
considered "normal" from a 
statistical point of view. 


Then the life insurance 
companies noted that the in- 
creased weight—normal or 
not—was associated with a 
much higher rate of disease 
and early deaths. Certainly 
the increased weight was not 
an optimal finding. Since life 
insurance companies do not 
like to lose money they 
changed the weight tables— 
essentially disregarding age 
in the adult as a factor In 
determining "optimal" body 
weight. 


There is a lot of work yet 


to be done on defining opti- 
mal values in regard to 
health. We still don't know 
what the o p t i m a l body 
weight should be. I can tell 
you that young men in peak 
physical condition, like some 
of the men 1 observed enter-

ing the astronaut program 
and most endurance ath- 
letes, such as distance run- 
ners, have little (at on their 
body. 


These men had chemical 


values of blood tests far be- 
low the level we see in 
groups with a high rate of 
heart disease and far below 
what we usually consider as 
"normal." The amount of fat 
on their body was consider- 
ably less than in other men 
in their age group. _______ , . 


In general, if you have 


gained weight after your 
early 20s or can feel any roll 
of fat around your waist or 
navel, or if your clothes 
have "shrunk" since early 
adult life— you are too fat! 


Whenever anyone tells you 


that you are normal— fust 
remember to be normal is 
too common and in our soci- 
ety it is common to have 
artery disease, complicated 
with heart attacks, strokes 
and senility.

law. 


The act appropriated $176,000 


for renovation of barracks and 
latrines and |174,000 for im- 
provements to kitchen, dining, 
laundry, water and sewer facil- 
ities. The appropriations were 
for the fiscal year to end next 


June 30, 


Sarver told the council It that 


meeting that renov&ttens of bar- 
racks, designed to increase the 
safety of state prison inmates, 
could no: be accomplished by 
next June, when construction is 
expected to be completed on a 
maximum security unit. 


The unit will make possible 


separation of troublesome in- 
mates from the remainder of 
the prison population, removing 
the need for extensive barracks 
renovation, Sarver laid.

WASHINGTON (AP> - A 


compromise $19.9-btlllon mili- 
tary purchasing bill, Including 
funds for two more Safeguard 
antimissile sites and authority 
for unlimited aid to Israel, Is 
headed for final consideration in 
the Senate. 


The bill, which came out of a 


Senate-House conference last 
week, was approved 341 to 11 by 
the House Tuesday. 


tt is expected to win final ap- 


proval in the Senate by week's 
end, despite a fight by Sen. Wil- 
liam Proxmlre, D-Wls., who 
claims the conference butchered 
money-saving features of the 
measure. 


Proxmlre, a frequent critic of 


waste In military spending, con- 
cedes there is little chance the 
Senate will restore restrictions 
striken by the conference. But 
he suggested some of the sav- 
ings might be realized by mak- 
ing bigger-than- usual cuts in 
the pending military appropria- 
tions bill. 


In separate action Tuesday 


the Senate approved, 73 to 0, a 
$1.68 billion military construc- 
tion bill authorizing new build- 
ing on military bases in the 
United States and overseas. 


The compromise bill authoriz- 


es doubling the number of ABM 
sites and approves unlimited 
arms credit for Israel. 


But essentially, the bill is the 


Pentagon's shopping list for new 
arms and hardware. The Senate 
version called for spending $19.2 
billion, a 6.7 per cent reduction 
of President Nixon's $20.6 billion 
budget request. 


The compromise $19.0 billion 


total represents a 3.4 per cent 
cut. 


The conference prohibited any 


spending for development of a 
Chinese-oriented, area missile 
defense and barred develop- 
ment of a third nuclear aircraft 
carrier, both Senate-imposed 
limitations.

presidents are gathering in Cai- 
ro for Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
state funeral Thursday, but the 
fallen Egyptian president's cor- 
tege will belong to the people.

Cairo's major hotels to house 
the dignitaries, who began ar- 
riving Tuesday night. Millions 
of Nasser's subjects also poured 
into the city and its suburb, 
Kubbem, where his body lay in 
state in the presidential palace 
and will be buried in a public 
mosque. 


Cairo Radio said the funeral 


procession will begin at the old 
revolutionary headquarters on 
Gezira Island in the Nile River 
and will end at the mosque, five 
miles from Kubbah Palace. 


The high-ranking foreigners 


-the United States will be rep- 
resented by a five-man delega- 
tion headed by Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Elliot Richardson—will march 
across Kasr el Nil Bridge into 
Cairo, 
through 
Liberation 


Square and onto the premises of 
the Arab Socialist Union, by 
Nasser's decree the only politi- 
cal party in Egypt. 


There the heads of state and

withdraw, and the mourning 
Arab multitudes will take the 
procession through areas which 
Nasser had developed early in 
his reign to symbolize change in 
Egyptian life.
